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Estill considered ‘model program’ for school safety

Estill County Safe Schools 
Coordinator Skip Johnson told the 
Estill County Board of Education at 
its meeting Monday night that the 
school district had been used as a 
model program in a review of the 
states school safety plans. 

The new School Safety 


Subcommittee was appointed by 
the Kentucky General Assembly fol¬ 
lowing the tragic school shooting 
in Newtown, Conn., last year. The 
special committee was tasked with 
reviewing safety issues and consid¬ 
ering “additional measures that may 
be taken by the schools and commu¬ 
nities,” a legislative brief issued by 
the Kentucky Association of School 
Administrators said. 


Appointed to the committee were 
Asa Witt, a retired Estill County 
teacher, and James Gross, Estill 
County’s school resource officer 
(SRO). 

According to the brief, “Estill 
County has a model program and is 
one of the safest districts in the state. 
Streamlined procedures among all 
schools in the district, a SRO and 
lockdown drills are key to the dis¬ 


trict’s success.” 

Johnson discussed some of the 
measures taken by local schools to 
ensure safety. He shared the senti¬ 
ment that regular drills are impor¬ 
tant. He said local schools follow the 
success of fire drills with lockdown 
drills that teach students what to do 
in the case that an intruder was in 
the building. Fire drills have helped 
nearly eliminate deaths in school 


fires and Johnson said lockdown 
drills will also minimize the toll 
school shootings take on students. 

“We’re now simplifying our lock- 
down drills and teaching students 
what to do in a shooting situation,” 
he said. “We’re not complacent with 
being one of the safest schools.” 

He said his job includes not only

Moist vote 
discussed 
by Irvine

The Irvine City Council dis¬ 
cussed the issue of a potential 
wet/dry election in the city at 
its meeting Monday evening. 
Councilwoman Nelle Williams 
brought up the recent wet/dry 
election and the possibility of a 
second vote in the city. 

“We need to check all the 
ordinances,” she said. “We 
don’t want to allow it to float 
by.” 

City Attorney Rodney Davis 
said he had received several 
calls from people both for and 
against the city vote. “It’s not 
up to the city, but the petition 
and election board,” he said. 

Although he said he doesn’t 
know for sure, he didn’t think 
the vote could go as far as a 
precinct-by-precinct election. 

“My inclination is that we 
won’t have to wait three years 
for another vote,” he said. 

Davis said if the moist vote 
were to eventually pass, the 
council would have to discuss 
appropriate zoning and plan¬ 
ning. 

He pointed out that only 
five licenses were applied for 
when the city of Corbin was 
voted wet. Sales of liquor by 
the drink were already legal ni 
Corbin, but in February 2012, 
they voted to approve the sale 
of packaged liquor. 

Fire Chief Tony Murphy 
reported to the council that the 
new helipad at the hospital is up

trespassing, theft by unlawful taking, first- 
degree criminal mischief and tampering with 
physical evidence. 

The charges stem from an investigation that 
began on Jan. 11 when property was stolen 
from the company. According to the warrant of 
arrest, Neal states that between Jan. 11 and Jan. 
17, Lemaster and Purdue stole, damaged and/or 
sold thousands of dollars of property. 

Neal said that on Jan. 11 the men entered the 
property on Cottage Furnace Road through a 
closed-gate road. On this date, 800-foot of oil 


pipe and 800-foot of oil rod, valued at $1,600, 
were removed from the property. Lemaster and 
Purdue sold the property to Freedom Metals in 
Winchester. 

Just days later, the men returned. This time 
they took and cut up a pump jack oil rig, valued 
at $4,000. In the warrant it states that the men 
“intentionally and wantonly defaced, destroyed 
and damaged property’’ that totaled $5,600. 

On Jan. 17, the men disposed of physical 
property they believed would be used in legal 
proceedings when they took two oil well signs 
from the property and put them in a dumpster 
at Stop 8c Shop. 

Neal was able to recover the signs the next 
day.

bound on the roadway. 

Schnittker was pronounced dead at the 
scene of the accident by an Estill County 
Deputy Coroner. 

Darbsyhire and each of his seven passen¬ 
gers were transported to “local hospitals for 


treatment of minor injuries,” according to 
the press release. 

Trooper Phillip Powell and Trooper Eric 
Taylor assisted Trooper Ken Bradley at the 
scene. At press time, results of an autopsy on 
Schnittker were not available. 

The accident is still under investigation by 
Bradley.

and running. 

“The day it was opened, 
they had to fly someone 
out,”he said. “The pilot said 
everything worked great.” 

The city is working to 
resolve a small issue with the 
pavement leading up to the 
helipad. 

In other business, Williams 
addressed the recurring prob¬ 
lem of people not keeping up 
their properties. 

“I wish people were as 
worried about cleaning up 
their messes as they are about 
drinking,” she said. 

Williams said she would 
like for the council to “nail 
down” getting the property on 
High Street straightened up. 

“It almost looks worse now 
than it did before we started,” 
she said. 

Mayor Ernest Farmer said 
workers didn’t take down 
some concrete steps on the 
property because they thought 
it would cause mud to run in 
the street. 

“We thought it was the 
wrong time of the year for 
that,” he said. 

Williams encouraged them 
to finish it up as soon as it’s 
the right time of the year. 

“We need to be on the 
lookout and remind people 
to clean up their places,” she 
said. “I like things to look 
nice.” 


City Clerk Robin Sewell 
said she is continuing work 
on a couple of grants. One 
is through the Kentucky 
League of Cities and is a 
safety grant which will pro¬ 
vide 50/50 funds for jackets, 
boots and reflective gear for 
city workers. 

Another is a Bluegrass 
Pride grant, which she has 
found cannot be used for 
curbside garbage cans but 
could be used to support the 
farmers’ market. 

In other business,: 

•Bill Arthur resigned as 
mayor pro tern and the council 
voted to appoint Councilman 
Bryant as mayor pro tern 
instead. 

•Mayor Farmer pointed out 
that those applying for a priv¬ 
ilege license need to pay by 
the end of the month to avoid 
a 20-percent penalty. 

•Davis continues to work 
on a garbage ordinance. 

•Councilwoman Janice 
Bush encouraged council 
members to contact Alice 
Forgy Kerr and express sup¬ 
port for the Bryan Durman 
Act. The act would revise 
Senate Bill 15 and classify 
people convicted of criminal 
homicide as violent offend¬ 
ers which would require them 
to serve 85 percent of their 
sentence. 

The next council meeting 
will begin with a memorial 
to Bob Walker at 6:30 p.m, 
before the regularly sched¬ 
uled meeting at 7 p.m. at 
Irvine City Hall on Feb. 11.

enhancing safely at the schools but put¬ 
ting himself in the mindset of a possible 
intruder and making sure staff and stu¬ 
dents know what to do. 

“Our motto says we offer a safe and 
supportive environment for our students,” 
he said. 

Johnson, Gross and school administra¬ 
tors do this by keeping contact informa¬ 
tion for all local law enforcement and fire 
departments readily available. Cameras 


are installed in several of the schools and 
the board approved a bid for more cam¬ 
eras and a buzzer system to be added at 
Estill Springs Elementary 
He said the safe school environment 
started with a meeting between adminis¬ 
trators , the resource officer and himself. 
This meeting resulted in a needs assess¬ 
ment review that was conducted by the 
Kentucky Center for School Safety 
Johnson said the steps taken by the 
local schools are helping create an open 
environment for students. 

“We are starting to see more and more 
students coming to us to report, bullying 
and violence,” he said. 


Bus drivers, teachers and administrators 
are taught about safety measures and how 
to handle emergency situations as part of 
their professional development. 

Instructional Supervisor Tonya Isaacs 
presented the board with the county’s 
Comprehensive District Improvement 
Plan. 

The plan include three statewide goals 
that schools are required to meet and a 
fourth objective established by the local 
school district. The district objective is 
to increase communication among all 
stakeholder groups. The other objectives 
concern increasing math and reading pro¬ 
ficiency ratings by 2017 and increasing 
college and career readiness. 

The board also heard a presentation 
from Sara White and Elaine Cummings 
from Berea Colleges Gear-UP grant pro¬ 
gram. Cummings provided the board with 
a first year review of the partnership. 

Cummings’ presentation included 
information about programs, field trips, 
tutoring and mentoring provided through 
the grant.

KYTC seeking public's help, input in 
updating long-range transportation plan

The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet’s mission 
is to provide a safe, efficient, environmentally sound 
and fiscally responsible transportation system. We 
also appreciate that transportation serves as a cata¬ 
lyst for economic development, thereby enhancing 
the quality of life for Kentuckians. 

Providing a well-maintained transportation sys¬ 
tem requires planning. And that planning requires 
your help. We need your opinions to make the best 
plan possible to meet the challenges facing transpor¬ 
tation in Kentucky. 

We are evaluating Kentucky’s transportation sys¬ 
tem and considering what that system may look like 
20 years from now. The Cabinet manages more than 
27,000 miles of highways, including roughly 20,500 
miles of secondary roads, 3,600 miles of primary 
roads and more than 1,400 interstate and parkway 
miles. The Cabinet also provides direction for 230 
licensed airports and heliports. We support pro¬ 
grams and projects for rails and river ports, public 
transit, pedestrian walkways and other trails and 
bikeways. 

All modes of transportation are taken into con¬ 
sideration as the Cabinet works to update its Long 
Range Transportation Plan and prioritize trans¬ 
portation needs across the Commonwealth. The 
new long-range plan will be a guide for the Cabinet 
to establish goals, objectives and the strategies to 
address transportation challenges and opportunities 
facing Kentuckians over the next two decades. 

During my years as Secretary, the Cabinet has 
been involved in a long list of major transportation 
projects and initiatives. Some of these include: 

•The Louisville-Southern Indiana Ohio River 
Bridges Project. 

•The six-laning of 1-65 between Bowling Green 
and Elizabethtown. 

•The U.S. 68/Ky. 80 corridor between Bowling 
Green and Mayfield, including new bridges over 
Lake Barkley and Kentucky Lake. 

•Interstate 69 in Western Kentucky. 

•Widening the Mountain Parkway between 
Campton and Salyersville. 


•Reconstruction of U.S. 460 in Pike County and 
U.S. 119 in Letcher County. 

•The Newtown Pike Extension in Lexington. 

•Continuous improvement to the safety and secu¬ 
rity of Kentucky’s airports, including numerous run¬ 
way rehabilitations and a dozen Automated Weather 
Observation System installations in just the last year. 

•A public transit program that has been acclaimed 
nationally and which provides a lifeline in rural 
Kentucky as well as our larger cities. 

•Creation of hundreds of miles of trails for walk¬ 
ing, bicycling and other recreational uses. 

None of these could have happened without 
adequate planning. As we look to the future, it’s 
important to continue efforts to maintain and 
improve our transportation system. The Long- 
Range Transportation Plan will serve to guide those 
future improvement programs. 

As part of the planning process, KYTC will 
inventory existing infrastructure conditions for all 
modes of transportation, determine transit rider- 
ship, analyze crash data, project future pavement 
and bridge conditions and forecast traffic demand 
on all state-maintained roads. We will also consider 
population trends, freight movement, economic 
development, recently completed rural and urban 
transportation plans, and an analysis of available 
financial resources to execute the plan. 

The Transportation Cabinet’s Long Range Plan 
was written in 2006. It included an extensive effort 
to survey Kentuckians about how transportation 
could better serve their needs and improve their 
quality of life. 

As we update that document in 2013, we are seek¬ 
ing public input in the process. The “Your Turn” 
survey will ask those who use our transportation 
system to provide feedback for our consideration as 
we identify and prioritize Kentucky’s transportation 
needs. 

The “Your Turn” survey is available in electronic 
and hard copy form. A Spanish-language version 
also is available in hard copy. A link to the survey 
can be found by visiting www.transportation.ky.gov 
and clicking on the survey link. We value your 
views and thank you in advance for helping us with 
this survey.

Conservation district now 
accepting cost share applications 


The Estill County 
Conservation District is 
now accepting Kentucky Soil 
Erosion and Water Quality 
Cost Share Applications on a 
continuous basis. This con¬ 
tinual sign-up is designed 
to make the program more 
“landowner friendly” and 
help address the needs of a 
landowner at any time dur¬ 
ing the year. As landowners 
plan conservation projects 
with the assistance of their 
local conservation district, 
they will be able to apply for 
financial assistance for those 
projects without having to 
wait for a designated sign up 
period. 

Thousands of Kentucky 
landowners have received 
state assistance through the 
Kentucky Soil Erosion and 
Water Quality Cost Share 
program. Known informally 


as state cost share, the pro¬ 
gram was created in 1994 
and helps landowners imple¬ 
ment best management prac¬ 
tices to protect soil and water 
resources on their property. 
Since the programs incep¬ 
tion, more than $129 million 
has been approved for use 
in implementing best man¬ 
agement practices through 
more than 15,000 submitted 
applications. This money has 
assisted landowners in all of 
Kentucky’s 120 counties. 

Many state cost share 
practices are offered through 
the state cost share program. 
Some examples are: agricul¬ 
ture and animal waste con¬ 
trol facilities, streambank 
stabilization, animal waste 
utilization, vegetative filter 
strips, integrated crop man¬ 
agement, pesticide contain¬ 
ment, sinkhole protection, 


pasture and hay land forage 
quality and heavy use area 
protection.

The Kentucky Soil Erosion 
and Water Quality Cost Share 
program is funded through 
the Tobacco Settlement 
Funds and the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture.

Circuit Clerk’s office launches 
new organ donor heart on licenses 


Starting Jan. 23 you can 
add a symbol that stands 
for hope and generosity on 
something you carry with 
you everywhere: your driv¬ 
er’s license. 

Like Indiana, Ohio 
and several other states, 
Kentuckians will soon have 
the optino to have an organ 
donor heart printed on their 
license. 

“For more than 20 years, 
the circuit clerks of Kentucky 
have been educating com¬ 
munities about the life-sav¬ 
ing mission of organ dona¬ 
tion,” explains Estill County 
Circuit Clerk Stephanie 
Brinegar. “Thousands of 
kids and adults are wait¬ 
ing for an organ transplant 
today. Now, Kentuckians can 
proudly show their support 
for these patients in need.” 

When renewing a license, 
deputy clerks ask all 
Kentuckians if they would 


like to be a registered organ 
donor. Everyone who says 
“yes” will have the option 
to have a small blue heart 
with the words, “Organ 
Donor” printed on his or 
her license. 

The Kentucky 

Transportation Cabinet has 
worked hand-in-hand with 
the Kentucky Circuit Court 
Clerks and the Trust for 
Life to get the heart sym¬ 
bol added to driver’s licenses 
and ID cards. 

“This is an important 
advancement in Kentucky,” 
said Shelly Snyder, execu¬ 
tive director of the Kentucky 
Circuit Court Clerk’s Trust 
for Life. “The organ donor 
heart will emphasize that 
it’s not about signing the 
back of your card anymore. 
It’s about saying ‘y es ’ and 


joining the Kentucky Organ 
Donor Registry.” 

Each day 18 patients die 
waiting for a life-saving 
organ transplant. Every 10 
minutes, a new name is added 
to the waiting list. Only 35 
percent of Kentuckians are 
registered organ donors. 

“Everyone who comes into 
my office for a drivers license 
or ID can add his or her 
name to the confidential reg¬ 
istry and receive the Organ 
Donor Heart,” Brinegar said. 
“Every heart we print gives 
hope to patients and families 
in need.

Sugar

I can hardly believe this is happen¬ 
ing to me. 

After a life-long love affair with 
sweets, I’m falling out of love with 
them. I’ve decided we’re going our 
separate ways. 

Last week, I survived another sin¬ 
less six days without candy, cookies, 
pie or cakes, but I rewarded myself 
on cheat day with a “skinny” version 
of peanut butter brownies that doesn’t 
use flour or oil. 

They were good, but after eating 
two or three I felt sick, just like I did 
last week after splurging on that Coca- 
Cola cake. 

Maybe I shouldn’t reward myself so 
generously. 

Anyway, after three weeks of mostly 
avoiding sweets, I think my taste buds 
really are changing. 

Anyone who knows me is probably 
skeptical, because I’ve always, always, 
had a sweet tooth. 

Nearly all my adult life I’ve been 
a habitual sweet tea guzzler and I’m 
prone to making brownies, fudge and 
cakes at the slightest provocation. 

But three weeks ago, a few family

members and I decided on a whim 
that we were going to do a weight loss 
challenge that I found on a blog at 
www. sixsistersstuff. com. 

For anyone interested, you can 
find printouts on the blog, which are 
convenient for tracking water intake, 
exercise, etc. The program lasts 8- 
weeks, and you can start it on any 
Monday. 

I do recommend participating with 
a group, preferably a small one. The 
accountability and keeping track of 
points motivates me tremendously. 
It’s why Weight Watchers worked for 
me, but I like this better. For one 
thing, it doesn’t cost anything. 

The basic rules of the plan are to 
drink at least 64-ounces of water a 
day, quit eating by 9 p.m., eat two 
servings of fruit daily, eat three serv¬ 
ings of vegetables daily, exercise 30-45 
minutes a day, keep a food journal 
and eat no sugary treats or desserts six 
days a week. 

Notice how there’s only a couple 
of things you can’t do on this plan? 
The rest of the rules involve adding 
behaviors. 

Most diets make people feel 
deprived by telling you what you can’t 
eat. That’s why they don’t work for 
me. 

I have found that by the time I drink 
my allotted water and eat five serv¬ 
ings of fruits and vegetables a day (or 
more—I like my veggies), it doesn’t 
require as much other food to fill me 
up and keep me satisfied. 

I’m eating pretty much anything I 
want, as long as I work in the above 
items and don’t eat sweets. 

Last week, for example, I had chili, 
steak stir-fry, fried fish, even a tender¬ 
loin biscuit one morning. 

I’ve lost five pounds in three weeks.

Everyone else doing this with me has 
lost four or five pounds or more as 
well. 

I’m marveling that this has been so 
painless, but I’ve been saying for years 
if I’d just cut back on sweet tea and 
desserts, I’d lose weight. 

Well, I finally did it, and it’s hap¬ 
pening. 

Best of all, I’m pleased with how I 
feel. My energy level is higher and 
more consistent, my joints feel looser 
and don’t pop and crack like they did, 


and I feel calmer in general. 

These are obviously reasons enough 
to lay off the sugar, but I came across 
an article online titled “141 Reasons 
Sugar Ruins Your Health” written by 
Nancy Appleton, Ph.D., and G.N. 
Jacobs. 

The list, taken from their book, 
“Suicide by Sugar,” includes these rea¬ 
sons sugar is not good for us. 

I’m including only a few, many of 
them familiar, but I encourage anyone 
who would like to read more sobering 
reasons we should avoid sweets and 
processed foods to look up the list 
at http://nancyappleton.com/141 -rea- 
sons-sugar-ruins-your-health/. 

•Sugar rots your teeth. 

•Sugar makes you obese. 

•Sugar is addictive. 


•Sugar makes you want to eat/ 
binge. 

•Sugar contributes to diabetes. 

•Sugar robs your body of minerals 
and leads to osteoporosis. 

•Sugar can cause cancer, gallstones, 
eczema and arthritis. 

•Sugar can cause yeast infections. 

•Sugar suppresses your immune 
system. 

•Sugar causes nervousness, fatigue, 
moodiness and irritability. 

•Sugar causes behavior problems in 
the young, and can worsen the symp¬ 
toms of ADD. 

•Sugar can contribute to premature 
aging. It causes our skin to lose its 
elasticity and can contribute to cata¬ 
racts. 

In other words, sugar is the devil. 

Sugar is sneaky like the devil too. 
Soda pop is full of it, obviously, but 
there’s a lot of sugar in processed 
crackers, breads and cereals too. 

And, if it’s made with white flour, it 
turns to sugar in our bloodstream, so 
we need to avoid that too, but that’s 
another column. 

Fresh fruit or just a bite of dried 
fruit is good to fend off those crav¬ 
ings when you give up candy bars and 
snack cakes. 

I’m finding I can live without a 
steady diet of sweets.

Estill County parent, Traci Covey from 
Estill County Middle School, was one of eigh¬ 
teen parents from southeastern Kentucky 
who graduated from the Commonwealth 
Institute for Parent Leadership focused 
on science, technology, engineering and 
mathematics. An initiative of the Prichard 
Committee for Academic Excellence, the 
nationally recognized sixteen year program 
helps parents become more effective advo¬ 
cates for their childrens education.
